These Include crystal and vacuimi-tube receivers, and the latter Includes short- 
wave receivers. While some of these receivers ore in private hands, conslderahle 
numbers of them are prohahly used for the exchanges described In sJ particularly 
those described In by. Further, large numbers of them are undoubtedly Tiaed, with 
or v/lthout loudspeakers, at group listening points in dormitories, factories, 
schools, and other places where groups gather.
